the first branches tho branches spread out

widely, leaving nn open center almost

irgo enough to set in a barrel. This gives

free access to air anl sun lrght. and room

for a larce amount of fruit. Tho method
nf obtaining such a form ii as follows:
Thn first year cutt'nes one foot long nro
set into the crnund to the denth of oiclit

or nine inches leaving onlv three or four

inches above ground. All the buds arc
rubbed off except tho four upper ones.

Thco shoot out side branches eight to

twelve inches. In April, of tho second

year these side (shoots arc cut hack to two

or three inchoi in length, and two or three
bud left upon tho upper side of cach.from
wnich new branches start upward, and
outward, which are ng.vn purncd the next
Spring. In this manner any desired form

can bo given to tho head. From tho ten

or twelve upright branches thus produced,
side shoots arc continually starting out
which are kept trimmed back two or three
inches in length, and upon these spurs is

formed the best fruit.

Luxuries oy a Fruit-Gaiihe- A friend
of ours, in whose reliability we have im-- p

icifconfidence, has a small plot ofgroui.d,
ofwhich he tells in the following facts:

From a row of currant bii'-he- about
eight rods long, he and his neighbors
gathered about two bushels of currants
t'lis year. Tho ouirautseason was from Juno
1st "to August loth, two and a hall'
months.

From a row of gooseberry bushes, two
rods long, ho gathered about a bu'-he- l of
gooseberries.

From a pint of strawberry t'iucs, four
rods long and one rod wide, he gathered
nearly thrrc bushels of strawberries. The
trawberry season lasted about three

weeks ending about the middle of July.
Then his raspberries came on. lasted

about three weeks. Of these ho had about
half a bushel. They stood next to the
strawberries in point of delicacy.

lie lias a number of cherry trees, llicy
yielded well this year. His family and
triends used a bushel or so, and the ehil- -

Iron fed themselves upon them lor two
weeks.

Soon after tho raspberries were gone his
icaches began to lipcn. Ono of tho trooo
ipened its fruit late, and it lias lasted till

within a few days past; of these he has
two or more bushels.

All along, since the first of August, his
apples and pears havo been ripcni g, and

have lurnishcd an abundant supply ior nit
family, foi the cow and pig, and tonic to

sell or give awav besides. Ho will have a

large quantity of excellent winter apples.

OF ILLINOIS.

At tlio Rcpulillcntl Stale Convention,
June 10, 1838.

If wo could first know where wo aro, nnd
ahtther wo are tendine, wo could then better
judgo what to do, nnd how to do it.

Vie are now lar into the jijin year, smco a
policy was initiated, with tho avowed object
and confident promiso of putting an end to
Slavery ngitation.

Under tho operation of that policy, that
agitation has not only not ceased, but has con-

stantly augmented.
In my opinion, it will not ccaso, until a

crisis shall have been reached and passed. "A
house divided against itself cannotstand." I
belicvo tilts Government cannot endure per-

manently half slave and half jrce. I do not
expect the Union to bo dissolved I don't ex-

pect tlio bouse to fall but I do expect it will
cease to be divided. It will become all ono
thing, or all the other. Either the opponents
of SI avcry will arrest the further spread of it,
and place it where the public mind shall rest
in the belief that it is in courso of ultimato
extinction ; or its advocates will push it for-

ward till it shall becemo aliko lawful in all
the States, old as well as new North as well
as South. IIae we nu tendency to the Utter
condition?

Let any one who doubts, carefully contem-

plate that now almost complete
maehinerym

of the Nebraska doctrine nnd tho Drcd Scott
decision. Let him consider not only what
work tho machinery is adapted to do, nnd how
well adapted ; but also let him study the
history of its construction, and trace, if he
can, or rather ail, if ho can, to trace tlio evi-

dence 8 of design, nnd concert of notion among
its chief bossuB, from the beginning. Lut,su
far, Congress only, had acted ; and an en-

dorsement by tho people, real or apparent,
was indispensable to save tho point already
gained, and givo cbanco for more. Tho new
j ear of 185-- f found Slavery excluded from
more than half of tho States by Stato Consti-

tutions, and from most of tho National Terri-
tory by (,."-u"o"'- l mwl.ibWluii. Tuui
days later commenced the struggle, which

This opened all the national territory to

Slavery, and was the first point gained.
This necessity bad not been overlooked ; hut
had been prmided for, as well as might be,
in the notable argument at squatter toccrcign-ty,- "

otheiwibe railed "sacred right or
which latter phrase, though

expressive of the ouly rightful basis of any
government, was so perverted in this at-
tempted use of it as to amount to iust this :

fhat if any one man chose to enslave another
no third man shall bo allowed to object.
That argument was incorporated into the Ne-

braska bill itself, in tho languago whicli fol-

lows: "7( being the true intent and meaning
"ol Mm act not to legislate Slavery into any
"Tcrritoni or State, nor rxiludc it therefrom ;

Out to leave the people incrcoj pcrjiciiy jrce
to form and rcrulale their domestic institu
tions in thiir own wau, subject only to the
Constitution of the United Stales." Then

of Missouri ; andjboth Nebraska bill and law-

suit wcro brought to a decision in tho same
month of May, 1854. Thonegro's name was

the decision finally made in tho caso.

lhlore tho then next rresiacntiai election,
the law caso came to, and was argued in the
Supreme Court of tho United States ; but tho
decision of it was deferred until after the
election. Still, before tho election Senator
Trumbull, on tho floor of tho Senate, requests
the leading advocate of tho Nebraska bill to
stato his opinion whether tho peonlo of a Ter
ritory can cxcludo Shivery
Irom their limits, anu tlio latter answers :

"That is a micstion for tho Supremo Court."
Tho election caino; Mr. Buchanan was elec
ted, and tho indorsement, such as it was, se
cured. That was tho second point gained
lho indorsement, however, tell short ot a
clear nonular minority bv nearlv lour hun
dred thousand votes, "and so, perhaps, was
not reliablo and satisfactory.
The outnoimi President, in his last annual
message, as impressively as powiblo echoed
bach upon the people tho ivngiit anu auihon
tv ot the indorsement.

Tho Presidential Inauguration
came, and still no decision of tho Court ; but
tho incommo President, in his inaugural ltd
dress, fervently exhorted tho iieoplo to abido
by tho forthcoming decision, whatever it might
be. Then in a few days, eamo tho decision.
Tlio reputed author of tho Nebraska bill
finds an early occasion to mako a sjieecli at
this Capitol, indorsing tho Dred Scott
decision, and vehemently denouncing all op-
position to it. Tho now President, too,
seizes tho early occasion of the Silliman letter
to indorse ana strongly construe that decision
and to express his astonishment that any
dlllcrcnt view had over been entertained

At length a sriuabblo springs unbotwecn
tho President and tho author of the Nobraska
bill, on tho mere micstion of fact, whether
tho Locompton Constitution was or was not
in any iust senso mado by tho poople of Kan- -

B.is ; and in that squabbfo tho latter declares
that all ho wants is a fair voto for thopcoplo,
and that ho cares not whether Slavery no vot
ed down or voted up. I do not understand this
declaration, that hocarce not whother Slavery
bo voted down or up. to bo intended bv him
other than us an apt definition ot tho policy
h would impress upon the public mind the
vr'mchle for which (10 declares ho has suffered
mucn, and is reauy to suuer to tnoena. Ana
well may he cling to that principle. If ho
has anyjarcntal fooling, well may heeling
to it. That principle is the onlv shred left of
his original Nebraska doctrino. Under the
Drod Scott decision, squatter
souatted out of existence tumbled down liko
temporary scaffolding like tho mold at the
lounary, servea mrougn one man anu ion
back into loo so sand helped to carry an elect
ion. and then was kicked to the winds. His last
joint struggle with tho Republicans, against

strugglo was mado on a point tho right of a
pcoplo to mako their own Constitution
upon whicli ho and tho Republicans have
never differed.

Tho several points of tho Drcd Scott decis-
ion, in connection with Senator Douglas'
"caronot" policy, constituto tlio piece of

!. . . -i r.i iiimuiiiuiTv in lis present suiiu oi advancement.
Tho working points of that machinery aro :

First, that no negro slave, imported as such
from Africa, and no descendant of such slavo,
can ever bo a cithen of any Stato, in the sense
or that term as used in tho Constitution of
the United States. This point is mado in or-
der to deprive tho negro, in every possiblo
ocnt, of tho benefit of that provision of tlio
United States Constitution which declares
'I That tho citizens of each Stato shall ho en-

titled to all privileges nnd immunities of citi-
zens in tho several States."

Secondly, that " subject to tho Constitu-
tion of the United States, neither Congress
nor a Territorial Legislature can cxcludo
Slavery from any United States Territory."
This point is mado in order that individual
men may fill up tho Territories with Slaves,
without danger of losing them ns property,
ftnd thus to enhanco tho chances of perma-
nency to tho institution through all tho fu-

ture.
Thirdly, that whother the holding a negro

in actual slavery in a Free State makes him
frobas against tho holder, tho United States
Courts will not decide, but will leave to bo
decided by tho Courts of any Slavo Stato tho
negro may be forced into by tho mastei.

This point is made not to bo prcssnl imme-
diately; but, if acquiesced in for a while, and
apparently indorsed by tho pcoplo nt un elec-
tion, then to sustain tho logical conclusion,
that what Dred Scott's master might lawfully
do with Drcd Scott in tlio Freo State of Illi-
nois, every other master may lawfully do
with any other one or ono thousand slaves in
Illinois or in any other Freo State. Auxiliary
to all this, and working hand in hand with
it, tho Nebraska doctrine, or what is left of it,
is to educate and mold public opinion, nt least
Northern public opinion, not to care whether
Slavery is voted down or 171. This shows
exactly where wo now are, and partially, also
whither wo aro tending,

It will throw additional light on tho latter,
to go back, and run tho mind over tlio string
of historical facts already stated. Several
things will now appear less dark and myster
ious then thoy did irAtii thoy were transpir
ing, lho people wcro to be lelt "perleetly
free," "subject only to tho Constitution."
What tho Constitution bad to do with it.
outsiders could not then see. Plainly enough
now, it was nn exactly fitted niche for tho
Dred Scott decision to afterwards como in.
and declare that perfect freedom of the people
to bo just no freedom at all. Why was tlio
amendment, expressly declaring the right of
the pcoplo to exclude Slavery, l, voted uowiu
Plainly enough now, the adoption of it would
have spoiled tlio nicbo for tho Drcd Scott
decision. Why was tho Court decision held
up? Why, even tho Senator's individual
opinion withheld till after tho Presidential
election? Plainly enough noic, the speaking
out then would have endangered tho

argument upon which the question
was to ba carried. Why the outgoing Presi-
dent's felicitation on tho endorsement? Why
tho delay of tho S hy the in-

coming President's advance exhortation in
favor of the decision?

Theso things look liko tho cautious patting
nnd pitting a spirited horse, preparatory to
mounting him, when it is dreaded that he

tvr. rlioritlor n fnlL Anil whv tho has-
ty alter indorsements of tho decisicn uy tnu
President and others? We cannot absolute-
ly oic that all theso exact adaptations are
the result of preconcert. But when we soo
a lot of framed timbers, different portions of
which we know havo been gottin out at dif-
ferent times and placcsnnd by different work-
men Stephen, ir.inklin, Roger and James,
for instance nd when we seo theso timbeis
joined together, and sco they exactly mako
the frame of a liouso or a mill, all the tenons
and mortices exactly fitting, and all tho
lengths and proportions of the different piec-
es exactly adapted to their respective places,
and not a piece too many or too few not
omitting even scaffolding or, if a single
piceo bo lacking, wo can see the place in tlio
